To make the cauſe of theſc accidents yet more marifeſt; 
it happened that two maid-ſeruants thereattending vpon 
the gentleman,by their continuall conuerling neare him 
and the infeRed {weate of his body, fell Rrangely and ſo 
dainely into the ſamefits one after another by courſe, and 
each hauing ſuffred fixe or ſeven apart,were carried forth, 
and after that time neuerfince ( asI yet heare) noreuer 
before had the like, as they both then ſaid.
